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Low-performance professors should face dismissal: report

of dismissal, says a report which rec- 
ommends changes to the current sys- 
tem of tenure at Ontario 
universities. 

The recommendation ap- 
pears in Tenure, Teaching Quality 



and Accountability, a report 
onimissioncd by the Ontario Under- 
graduate Student Alliance. 

Jane Omirod, the report's 
author, says dismissing professors 
for poor leaching performance does 
not undermine the purpose of tenure, 
a fonn of job security which is meant 
to protect academic freedom and criti- 
cal inquiry. 

She says there is a differ- 
ence between dismissing someone 
because they are engaged in contro- 
versial research or hold or teach views 
that are unpopular, which is an issue 
of academic freedom, and dismiss- 
ing someone because they arc unable 
to communicate with students, which 



Cancer-causing agents 
used in science labs

Science students at Memorial university are worried about the 
potential dangers of using carcinogenic substances in science labs. 

Recently, a student complained to the student council about the 
safety of lab environments and student exposure to potentially harmful 
chemicals while conducting experiments. 

The student, who wanted to remain anonymous, specifically men- 
tioned a Cell Biology lab that required students to handle xylene, a known 
carcinogen. Students were informed of the dangerous nature of the chemical, 
and were instructed as to proper safety procedures which were to be 
exercised. 

But the student's letter stated concern for personal safety because 
"due to the crowded conditions, and often rushed deadlines for completion 
of the experiments, not all students adhere to the rules." 

Geraldine Kennedy of the university's hazardous materials control 
department, does not feel the labs at Memorial are overly dangerous. 

"Most labs, when they're setting up experiments, are set up consid- 
ering the factor that most students wouldn't have the expertise and the 
technical background as say, a science technician would," Kennedy said. 
"[Labs are] set up considering, 'What possibly could go wrong with this 
experiment?' and 
are set up with safeguards in place." 

Kennedy said Memorial meets safety standards, and when possible 
the least hazardous alternatives to dangerous chemicals are used. 

"Any chemical carries some hazard with it," Kennedy said. But the 
student who wrote the letter doesn't agree with risking personal safety for an 
experiment. 

"If a substance is a carcinogen and is so dangerous that it can be 
absorbed by the skin and upon inhalation, there are no excuses for its use," 
the student's letter said. 

TTie letter also states that "the crowded, hectic atmosphere of these 
laboratories is simply not conducive to work with hazardous chemicals," and 
suggests instructors provide alternatives to students who don't want to work 
with toxic substances, plus greater enforcement of safety precautions. 

Kennedy says that all proper precautions are already being taken, 
and to her knowledge there has been no case of a student encountering serious 
ill effects due to working in a lab. 

But Kennedy did acknowledge one of the student's concerns. 
"You're going to have accidents and sometimes it can't be avoided, mostly 
because of the number of students you have going through," Kennedy said. 
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is an issue of teaching ability. 

"The two [issues] are not 
divorced, but there are elements in 
teaching performance that don't af- 
fect academic freedom," she said. 

But faculty say the issues of 
teaching, research, and academic free- 
dom are not so easily separated. 

"You can't make a distinc- 
tion between teaching and research. 
They are both parts of the same per- 
son," said Bill Graham, president of 
the University of Toronto's Faculty 
Association. 

He adds that mechanisms 
are already in place for the dismissal 
of professors for cause, such as gross 
misconduct or gross incompetence. 

Ormrod says universities are 
reluctant to pursue this course of ac- 
tion. 

"My research indicates, that 
the university is reluctant to initiate 
this act of releasing a professor, un- 
less in the most flagrant of cases," she 
said. "Incompetence should not have 
to reach the point of flagrancy for it to 
be addressed." 

But Vicky Smallman, chair 
of the Ontario branch of the Cana- 



dian Federation of Students, says fa- 
cilitating the dismissal of professors 
on the grounds of their teaching abili- 
ties could lead to a back-door assault 
on academic freedom. 

" What' s to stop an attack on 
academic freedom using poor teach- 
ing technique as an excuse?" she said. 

The report also calls for the 
implementation of a mandatory re- 
view for faculty, to occur every five 
years, that will take into account both 
research and teaching efforts. 

Ormrod says as it stands 
now, while faculty performance is 
rev iewed at Ontario universities, there 
needs to be more of a peer-evaluation 
element brought into the process with 
regards to teaching ability, and there 
needs to be more standardization of 
the way faculty performance is meas- 
ured. 

But faculty say they are al- 
ready subject to a rigorous review 
process, which includes an annual 
examination of research and teach- 
ing accomplishments. 

"University faculty are re- 
viewed eveiy year. There is a review 
of research and teaching perform- 



ance. And the results of [those re- 
views] has a lot to do with our sala- 
ries," said Graham. 

"University professors are 
reviewed and are assessed moie of- 
ten and more vigorously than any 
other professional group that I know 
of," .says Michael Piva, president of 
the Ontario Confederation of Faculty 
Associations. 

And Piva says the introduc- 
tion of performance indicators to 
evaluate the performance of profes- 
sors, which is suggested in the report, 
opens the door to the quantification 
of academic matters which can't be 
reduced to numbers. 

"We're very leery of that 
kind of value for money accounting," 
he said. 

But Ormrod says the last 
thing she wants to see is the evalua- 
tion of professors turned into a num- 
bers game, adding that the evaluation 
of professors should be multi-faceted, 
including collegia! reviews, student 
letters and comments, and in-class 
peer evaluations. 



FitzPatrick finally speaks out

Nine months after being 
forced to give up his job with a na- 
tional student organization amid al- 
legations of embezzlement and fraud, 
Patrick FitzPatrick has spoken out 
for the first time. 

FitzPatrick was removed 
form the post of interim national di- 
rector of the Canadian Alliance of 
Student Associations last January 
after the organization said it couldn't 
account for over $20,000. Police are 
still investigating the case but so far 
no charges have been laid. FitzPatrick 
had never spoken out on the many 
allegations made against him until he 
was interviewed for the Oct. 3 issue 
of The Brunswickan — the student 
newspaper at the University of New 



Brunswick's Fredericton campus. 

"1 know how to give an ac- 
counting for [the missing money] that 
will be legally acceptable in the opin- 
ion of my lawyer," he told the paper. 
"I do not feel I have done anything 
wrong morally, ethically or legally 
and I am ready to defend myself as 
need be." 

He didn't say how he would 
defend himself against any of the 
specific allegations. 

In an interview with Cana- 
dian University Press, FitzPatrick said 
he hasn't spoken out before because 
he wasn't impressed with the way the 
media was handling the story. 

"There was a lot of 1 ibellous 
or semi-libellous stuff written," he 
said. 

He said he was willing to 
speak to the Brunswickan because he 
has come to "trust the integrity of the 



editorial board here and felt comfort- 
able commenting" FitzPatrick works 
at the paper as a photographer. His 
brother is the paper's managing edi- 
tor. 

Matthew Hough, current 
director of CAS A, says he is eager to 
hear FitzPatrick's explanations. 
Hough is currently waiting to see if 
the New Brunswick prosecutors of- 
fice will file charges. 

"I want them either to file 
charges or tell us why they aren't 
filling charges," he said clearly an- 
gered by the lengthy delays in the 
case. 

Hough is sceptical of 
FitzPatrick's claims that the whole 
matter will be easily solved if and 
when it goes to court. 

"If he can explain every- 
thing, why hasn't he told the police 
what happened to the money?" 



Maclean's ignored by campus journalists

Maclean's magazine is gearing up 
for its annual survey of Canadian 
universities and this year many cam- 
pus papers do not plan to respond to 
their request for help. 

Three years ago the maga- 
zine started a "What's hot, what's 
not" section which appeared along 
with a ranking of Canadian universi- 
ties. Campus journalists were asked 
to help Maclean's prepare the section 
by letting them in on what was groovy 
on campus and many responded. 

But the relationship between 
the two parties has soured over the 
last couple of years. Campus journal- 
ists became annoyed last year when 
the responses they sent to Maclean's 
were not actually used for the popu- 
lar magazine feature, but placed in a 
guidebook instead. 

And Maclean's became 



peeved in turn when they discovered 
campus journalists were up to their 
old tricks and sending in false infor- 
mation, as they had the previous year. 
But most of the erroneous informa- 
tion was caught by the magazine's 
researchers, who were instructed to 
begin cross-checking information. 

This year Maclean's is once 
again asking campus papers, clubs, 
and organizations to provide them 
with another run down of what is hip 
and what isn't on campus, and their 
request is being met with disdain by 
campus journalists. 

Andrew Lupton, co-editor 
of The Martlet at the University of 
Victoria, says Maclean's should not 
assume that campus journalists will 
send in responses and do their re- 
search for them. 

"The request has been sit- 
ting in my mailbox and I have not 
moved on it. If they want to do some 
research on the University of Victo- 



ria they should come over here and 
do it." 

Maclean's education editor 
Victor Dwyer says it is impossible to 
judge how many campus papers have 
responded to the survey, but adds that 
if no more responses come in, he 
could care less. 

"The responses are trickling 
in, but if the journalists don't respond 
then we have plenty of other groups 
who will," he said. 

• Both parties are still eyeing 
each otherafter last year's show down 
and it is time for Maclean's to find 
another way to collect the informa- 
tion they need, says Stu Clark, na- 
tional bureau chief of the Canadian 
University Press, a collective of over 
40 campus papers from across 
Canada. 

"A lot of papers are still 
pissed off about the book they put out 
because we were led to believe [the

information] was for the magazine." 
This year, says Clark, cam- 
pus Journalists know where their re- 
sponses will go and they do not want 
to bother to do free research for an 
expensive university guidebook. 

"Maclean's should be pay- 
ing people to do research, especially 
if they are going to profit off a $9 
book. They shouldn't be freeloading 
off students," he said. 

But Dwyer says he does not 
understand why these journalists can- 
not extend a common courtesy to 
Maclean's without charging them 

"Through the years campus 
journalists have demanded we pay 
them, but I have never paid anyone to 
answer questions when I interview 
them and I don't see why we should 
pay these students," he said. 

Scott Hay ward, editor of the 
Ubyssey at the University of British 
Columbia, says his staff just doesn't 
have time to put much effort into the 
survey. 

"You put a paper out once a 
week and it is not high on your prior- 



ity list to respond to this sort of 
thing," he said. 

He adds that last year 
Maclean's phoned the paper during 
production and the staff just yelled 
out answers to their questions. 

"One of the question was 
'What it hot on campus?' and we 
yelled, 'the Ubyssey!' Well, what 
do you know, the Ubyssey was listed 
as one of the hot things on campus in 
Maclean's, I mean, come on." 

Mike Connors, editor of 
the Muse from Memorial Univer- 
sity in Newfoundland, says they are 
not responding because there are 
more pressing issues at hand for 
student journalists to tackle. 

"I was [not] really inter- 
ested in answering any of the ques- 
tions they gave me. I think the ques- 
tions seemed trivial. It was focusing 
on social aspects rather than any- 
thing academic," he said. 

And Laurel Fortin, editor 
of the Fulcrum at the University of 
Ottawa, says the questions were too 
trivial to bother answering. 

"Students are looking at 
keeping bread on the table. Whether 
the campus bar is cool or not has 
become irrelevant." 



convincing message, you have to go to 
the source.

Rush Limbaugh once said 
that the abortion issue would be the 
cause of the next civil war in the 
United States. While perhaps exag- 
gerated somewhat, Limbaugh was 
correct in assessing the emotions 
that often make themselves appar- 
ent when the issue comes up. Abor- 
tion, unlike many other modem is- 
sues, had lead to violence and death. 
Unlike many other modem issues, it 
is not the left that engages in these 
tactics, but the so-called right-to- 
lifers. I have never heard a pro- 
choice activist threaten violence, but 
I personally know pro-choicers who 
have sanctioned the use of violence. 
Do note that I am not saying that all 
anti-choicers are violent, but there 
is an active minority which sees no 
ethical dilemma in murder. 

The conservative movement 
prides itself on its commitment to 



the individual. The modem conserva- 
tive movement in Canada often uses 
American concepts when describing 
their agenda, such as the notion of 
"rugged individualism," typifying an 
anti-collectivist message. What both 
movements do share is their general 
opposition to abortion. This is often 
based on a mash of religious and 
pseudo-scientific notions and their 
opposition is contradictory to their 
basic message of liberty. 

The inherent contradiction 
comes when they state that the fetus 
has a right to life but forget that the 
woman also has the right to life. In an 
attempt to save what they consider a 
life, the anti-choice crowd forgets that 
they are infringing on several liber- 
ties, which I will deal with below. 

The woman's right to life con- 
sists of being able to live her life the 
was she has determined is the most 
beneficial manner. By forcing that 
woman to have a baby, the anti-choice 
crowd condemns both her and the 
baby to a life of pain. The woman has 
a child that she may well not love, and 
the child will be the product of a home 
where they were not valued as much 
as they should be.

Why are big corporations 
greedy? Maybe it'sa trait of a capi- 
talist system.

So, why do big 
corporations have the right to be 
greedy? 

The amount in taxes they pay 
every year is minuscule. If they all 
paid their fair share, the government 
and deficit would be in much better 
shape today. This topic came up last 
year when the big banks posted 
record profits and it has come up 
again with the General Motors strike 
and some of the issues surrounding 
it. 

The. Canadian Auto Work- 
ers (CAW) held serious negotia- 
tions with Chrysler a few weeks ago 
and won a major victory. Not only 
did they get benefits, a wage in- 
crease but also job security. The big 
topic was outsourcing. Chrysler 
promised it would a new job for 
every one lost to outsourcing. The 
same thing is being discussed with 
GM. Being a bigger company, they 
feel they have the right to outsource 
to smaller companies who do the 
work with cheaper non-union work- 
ers. 

GM makes $17 pi of it for 
every dollar profit Chrysler makes. 



They are not Chrysler and they are 
proving it. But the rules should apply 
to all of the Big 3 car companies and 
not just one. Greed is saying that GM 
needs to augment their profits after 
posting the highest profit in history 
for a Canadian company last year at 
$1.6 billion. In Ontario, 1 in 6 jobs are 
linked to the auto industry and a lot of 
people are crying foul. The strike can 
have economic repercussions. 

GM has shown they have no 
respect for their workers by refusing 
to acknowledge very basic rights these 
workers have earned. I would think 
that job security is one of the most 
important rights a worker would have 
at GM. The union is working hard to 
negotiate with the company and the 
media has clearly taken the side of the 
union. If we lose this battle, it will be 
a serious setback for the labor move- 
ment in Canada. 

The middle-class in Canada 
should be looking at this strike with 
open eyes. They have always carried 
the brunt of the tax burden and should 
start demanding that big corporations 
pay their fair share.

The anti-choice crowd's ba- 
sic position is that the fetus is a life, 
which must be protected. I disagree 
with that because I have rather clear 
line of what life is, and what isn't. 
Philosopher Marry Anne Warren's 
criteria for "person-hood" is the best 
I have seen so far and here it is: 

1. Consciousness (of objects and 
events external and internal to the 
being), and in particular the capacity 
to feel pain. 

2. Reasoning (the developed capac- 
ity to solve new and relatively com- 
plex problems). 

3. Self-motivated activity ( activity 
which is relatively independent of 
either genetic or direct extemal con- 
trol). 

4. The capacity to communicate, by 
whatever means, messages of an in- 
definite variety of possible contents, 
but on indefinitely many possible 
topics. 

5. The presence of self-concepts and 
self-awareness, either individual or 
social, or both. 

By arguing against abortion, 
the anti-choice movement becomes 
a movement devoted to destroying 
several liberties of women. They 
violate her right to liberty, by regu- 
lating the functions of her body. They 
violate her pursuit of happiness by 
forcing her to have a child against her 
will. They even may violate her right 
to life itself, by sentencing her as a 
slave to a situation that could have 
been avoided. Rights only belong to 
people, not fertilized eggs, embryos 
or a fetus. The only one entitled to 
the right to 1 ife is the pregnant woman, 
who ought to decide how her life is 
to be lived. 

If we take the concept of the 
individual over that of society-s right 
to regulate human affairs, as we prop- 
erty should, we must realize that gov- 
ernment has no right in setting the 
guidelines as to how a person's body 
can function. As I have said before. 




govemment is instituted to protect 
our rights from infringement, not to 
use force by means of the law to 
infringe those rights. It is here, for 
clarity's sake, that I must state that I 
have no moral objections to abortion 
and the right of women to have them 
as they see fit. 

Conservativesmustrealize that 
although they may find abortion an 
anathema to their morality, it is a right 
that we must still fight to protect. As 
the ideology of individual liberty, it is 
our duty to protect all rights, not just 
the ones we personally like or agree 
with. To do that, we must start cutting 
the philosophical remnants of Judeo- 
Christian, Kantian and Hegelian in- 
fluences out of our core beliefs. It is 
these influences that make it possible 
for conservatives to proclaim their 
support of liberty and they try to in- 
fringe some of those liberties. 

A favourte philosopher of mine 
once said that leftists were mystics of 
the spirit, while conservatives were 
mystics of muscle. The first, she said, 
was devoted to destroying the power 
of the mind by attempting to obliter- 
ate the concept of individualism intel- 
lectually. Conservatives, she said, 
often argued for intellectual liberties. 



but sought to infringe on liberties by 
regulating the body. In essence, she 
showed how the traditional mind/ 
body split was playing itself out not 
in the realm of religion, but in poli- 
tics. As conservatives we must un- 
derstand that we cannot fight for one 
liberty by denying another 

To this end, conservatives 
must realize that the right to unfet- 
tered access to abortions is our own 
fight. We may disagree about the 
morality of abortions, and to that end 
those who oppose them are free to 
carry on the debate and try to con- 
vince women with rational argument 
that it is wrong. Conservatives can- 
not rationally argue for less govem- 
ment intrusion in our lives and de- 
mand government's intrude on a 
woman's body. What those con- 
servatives must understand is that we 
do not have to like a right to recog- 
nize it as one.

This column is based on questions or suggestions re- 
ceived hy staff members of the Dcsmarais Library cither 
personally or on the "Compliments / Questions / Sug- 
gestions" fonn that may be filled out near the exit of the 
library. 

Question: 1 can get onto the library catalogue from home, but 

none of my function keys work. Why? 

Answer: You arc probably not using a computer communications 

software package that is compatible with the library's. What you 
need is a copy of Kemiit, and this can be obtained at no charge if 
you bring your diskette to one of the computer labs. Place the 
diskette in drive A or B and then press F2 to get to the menu that 
allows you to copy Kermit to your disc. By the way, the version 
of Kcrmit you will need is 3.41. If you have an older version, it 
may not work. 

Question: 1 am going back home for Thanksgiving. Can I use 

the university library in my home town? 

.Answer: You can not only use the library but you can borrow 

books from it as well. Your Laurentian student card allows you 
this privilege throughout the university libraries of Ontario — 
except, of course, the University of Toronto. When you borrow 
a book from another library, you can return it at Laurentian, and 
there will be no charges if you bring the book back before it is 
overdue. This service is called "Direct Borrowing". 

Question: How can I check out what is in the library in my home 

town? 

Answer: Use the Internet. To find the addresses of your favourite 

library type m the following command at the $ prompt: [to be supplied] 

Question: Three weeks ago I put in an interlibrary loan request 

and I want to find out why it has not arrived. Since you've 
moved the ILL office, I don't know what to do. 

Answer: The Am iablc Librarian would 1 ike to back up a bit before 

answering this question. Interlibrary loan is a service which 
allows every student to obtain the books or articles not available 
on site. For books, there is no cost to the service (since the books 
must be returned); for articles, there isa$5.00service charge (but 
you can keep the photocopy). The library tries to fill requests as 
fast as it can but sometimes for one reason or another, this is not 
possible. Maybe the book you want is already on loan at the 
library from which Laurentian is requesting it; maybe that library 
is swamped with work and does not have the staff to process your 
request as fast as everyone would like. 

If you are worried about the status of your request, you 
may satisfy your curiosity by emailing the ILL office. Its address is: 
I LL@ library. 

Question: I thought that generic addresses such as this were 

impossible for Computer Services to create. 

Answer: This is not really a generic address. All mail addressed to 
ILL@Library is forwarded automatically to one of the library's supervi- 
sors who responds to it.

Founders' Square is the court 
yard enclosed by the Arts, Science and 
Administration buildings. As anyone 
can see it is in a rather bad state of 
disrepair.

ment for non-academic purposes).

At the moment, it is 
bleak and hard to use for anything 
but walking between buildings. It 
could not only be a more enjoyable 
space but also add to the character of 
the campus. However, whatever is 
done must not cost more than 
$200,000 and must allow for the 
fact that water mains will continue 
to break under the square. 



Since the square is so promi- 
nent and part of everyone's experi- 
ence of the campus, the committee 
would like to hear from anyone with 
ideas about what activities should hap- 
pen there and what the landscape 
should look like. 

All ideas will be given to a 
landscape architect to be retained by 
the university to develop a concept 
and draw up plans. An Open House 
will be held to give everyone an op- 
portunity to comment on the resulting 
recommendations. 



A Lecture on Jainism In America: 

A Social Study 



In the study of South Asian reli- 
gions in North American Universities 
that has begun in recent years, Jainism, 
which has been professed by millions 
from very ancient times in India, also 
finds a place. In this sense. Harvard 
University produced its first Jain doc- 
torate in the year 1975. It was late 
professor Kendall W. Folkert, his the- 
sis being "Two Jaina Approaches to 
Non-Jains: Patterns and Implications." 
Since then a few more American uni- 



versities have produced doctorals 
on aspects of Jainism. 

Now there is a doctoral the- 
sis from an American University 
which deals with the faithful of Jain 
religion in Canada and America. 
The study examines Jain religion 
with a clear presentation of its his- 
tory from circa 900 B.C.E., its phi- 
losophy and its important doctrines. 
It studies Jains in this part of the 
world, beginning with their possi-

ble influence on Alexander the Great; 
Bardaisian and Cathar movements; and 
also some of the archaeological find- 
ings in the Caspian Sea region, Bul- 
garia and the eastern part of Turkey. 
The Jaina sea voyage as traders, and 
later, their migrations and final immi- 
gration to North America are dealt 
with in the study, and finally, their 
population spread is placed at about 
1 00, 000. The study presents their so- 
ciological and moral modalities as 
being the observers of non-violence 
and carriers of peaceful liberators. 

The author of this study. Dr. 
Bhuvanendra Kumar will be present- 
ing the theme in his forthcoming lec- 
ture to be held in Sudbury. Dr. Kumar 
is a former Sudburian, and an inde- 
pendent Jain scholar. This lecture on 
Jainism is touted as first of its kind in 
the many activities and events of the 
University of Sudbury. 

This lecture will be organized 
by the University of Sudbury on Thurs- 
day, October 17, 1996, and it is spon- 
sored by the Dipti Chakravarty Foun- 
dation.

Francois: This is a pretty 
graphic description. I'm not sure eve- 
ryone will enjoy reading this part. 

Stefano: ...and thus the stage 
is set for one of the most suspenseful 
movies to be produced in a long while. 
Extreme Measures stars Hugh Grant 
in the leading role of a young doctor 
who sacrifices his career (and his 
I ife) in a crusade against the immoral 
actions of a determined, self-right- 
eous scientist (brilliantly portrayed 
by Gene Hackman). This movie oozes 
suspense. 

Francois: ...andoozescheese! 

Stefano: Silence! I'm trying 
to relate the story, as we follow Grant 
on a mission to uncover the Tri-Phrase 
conspiracy: advanced procedures 
with the forementioned newly devel- 
oped drug is enabling victims of spi- 
nal cord injuries to be cured at the 
deadly expense of homeless people. 
The movie is well-produced and di- 
rected, since the audience is con- 



stantly propped on the edge of their 
seats, wondering exactly how the 
patients were abused, and what will 
happen to the young hero. Although 
I enjoyed this movie, I must say that 
I have had it with conspiracy theo- 
ries. These stories, though enteilain- 
ing, arc a form of escapism which 
only foster a paranoid and delusional 
view of society. 

Francois: I agree. No more 
conspiracy movies! Do you hear me 
Hollywood? 

Stefano: Are we expected to 
watch our backs every time we set 
foot in a hospital? Conspiracy mov- 
ies were popular in the seventies, 
mostly revolving around alien takeo- 
vers or governments' hidden agen- 
das. Extreme Measures is another 
such movie, downplaying scientific 
research and promoting a disturbing 
view of society. 

Francois: Remember, this is 
the X-Files generation. Moving to 
the second movie I got to see: That 
Thing You Do. If you want a really 
fun movie, this is the one. This is 



Tom Hank's first attempt at writing 
and directing, and in my opinion, an 
excellent start. 

Stefano: I wouldn't go that 
far, Francois. Although entertaining, 
it seems to be more of a glitz movie. 
Tom Hanks wrote this one to pick up 
a few Oscars, maybe even a Grammy. 
Francois: He plays a very good part, 
Stefano, and it's not a main character 
like Forrest Gump. Tom Hanks is 
now going to make a name for him- 
self as a director. He took a big risk by 
casting virtually unknown actors, but 
it worked out perfectly. This story 
about the rise and fall of a 60's rock 
group is one we've all heard before, 
but Hanks makes it fresh and fun. 

Stefano: This is true. I haven't 
seen those young faces before. 

Francois: Your hard earned 
dollars shouldn't be going to be a 
long-winded story about a rock group 
but it was a really good effort. Liv 
Tyler plays an excellent part as the 
backbone that supports the band 
through a summer they'll never for- 
get. There are a few good cameos in 



the movie. What mountain will Tom 
Hanks climb next? We shall soon 
see. 

Stefano: Tom Hanks not only 
writes and directs the movie, he writes 
several of the songs for it. This 
makes the movie very entertaining, 
and many older generations will be 
caught reminiscing the 1960s (and 
don't we all enjoy nostalgia!). The 
young actors add a refreshing look to 
cinema, and they are so expressive 
that they are able to effectively cap- 
ture the empathy of the audience. 

However, the plot of this 
movie is very weak. A newly grow- 
ing band wins a contest one night, 
climb the charts with a hit single in 
two months, and encounters barely 
any obstacles other than a clash of 
personalities. At one point, one of 
the band members becomes so ab- 
sorbed with fame that he forgets about 
his loving girlfriend. His ideals also 
force him out of the glamour aspect 
of the industry. Besides all of this, 
there are only minor details which 
hinder the band's fame. 

Tom Hank's point might be 
that quick fame has a high price, 
since the band eventually falls apart. 
However, the drummer continues his 
career and ultimately finds true love. 
Similarly, the rest of the crew con- 
tinue to enjoy success in various 
forms. Nonetheless, That Thing You 
Do is very entertaining, and the tune 
is very catchy. To quote a friend who 
enjoyed the movie, "didn't that just 
want to make you go and join a rock 
band?!?" 

Francois: I loved it, but the 
song was played about a dozen times 
during the movie. Remember to bring 
some aspirin, and to tune in next issue 
for more excellent reviews.

by a British author named Nick 
Bantock. The books were called 
Griffin and Sabine and Sabine's 
Notebook. During my spare, I and 
about four other girls hunched over 
the lunch tables, straining and stretch- 
ing to not only read, but to catch a 
glimpse of the beautiful artwork 
adorned on each page.

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The Golden Mean is the con- 
cluding book which introduces a new 
letter writer, Victor Frolatti, a scien- 
tist who harasses and pressures Sabine 
into giving him information on the 
strange relationship between the two 
lovers.
